ACTIVITY 

The  Autopsy  Department  is  staffed  by  3  pathologists  (physician 
specialists)  who  work  part-time.   They  performed  2559  autopsies 
during  the  fiscal  year.   They  dictated  approximately  5300  pages 
of  autopsy  protocol.   Autopsies  are  performed  7  days  a  week. 
The  autopsy  surgeons  are  assisted  by  3  full-time  and  1  part- 
time  morgue  attendants  who  also  prepare  and  deliver  the  bodies 
to  the  morticians  and  maintain  the  premises  of  the  autopsy  ^epart- 
.  ,ment.   These  3  pathologists  (physician  specialists)  made 
approximately  210  appearances  in  Court  and  before  the  Grand  Jury 
as  part  of  their  duties.   They  also  held  approximately  500  con- 
sultations with  assistant  district  attorneys  and  homicide 
investigators . 

The  Pathology  Department  has  1  senior  physician  specialist  and 
two  technicians.   There  were  1174  cases  referred  to  this  depart- 
ment.  There  were  6403  microscope  slides  made  and  examined  from 
some  2182  portions  of  various  human  organs.   2429  paraffin  blocks 
were  made  and  636  special  stains  were  used  in  the  microscopic 
examination.   Approximately  1225  pages  of  medical  findings  were 
submitted. 

The  Toxicology  Department  has  1  part-time  toxicologist  and  1 
full-time  assistant  toxicologist.   There  were  2550  cases  referred 
to  this  department  and  11  .,039  individual  tests  performed. 

Investigative.   We  have  one  Assistant  Coroner ,  Administrative 9 
5  Deputy  Coroners  and  5  Coroners  Ambulance  Drivers.   Approxi- 
mately 5000  trips  by  the  Deputy  and  Drivers  were  made  to  scenes 
of  death,  residences  of  victims  or  to  interview  witnesses. 
2560  Coroner's  register  pages  were  completed  by  these  deputies 
and  a  history  of  the  circumstance  surrounding  each  death  was 
typed  in  narrative  form  on  each  page.   1464  additional  deaths 
were  reported  to  the  deputies  and  after  investigation  were  found 
suitable  for  certification  by  the  family  physician  rather  than 
by  the  Coroner.   In  each  case  so  cleared  by  the  deputies 3  a 
brief  medical  history  and  circumstance  of  death  are  dictated  into 
a  permanent  record  so  that  questions  later  arising  can  be 
suitably  answered. 

Legal.   There  is  1  Certified  Court  Reporter  on  a  part-time  basis. 
The  transcribing  of  testimony  of  witnesses  at  inquests  and  the 
sale  of  the  transcripts  is  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Government  Code  of  Counties. 

Clerical.   1  Medical  Clerk  Stenographer,  1  Senior  Clerk  and  3 
Medical  Transcriber  Typists  prepared  approximately  2500  letters 
to  families  or  agencies  to  notify  them  of  deaths  or  to  locate 
relatives.   They  typed  2560  histories,  approximately  5300  pages 
of  autopsy  protocol,  waited  on  14,500  business  office  visitors 
and  received  or  made  45.000  telephone  calls.   One  property 
custodian  who  had  the  responsibility  to  verify  the  inventory 
of  deceased's  personal  property,  deposit  all  cash  and  distribute 
this  property  to  the  rightful  recipients  as  outlined  in  the 
Probate  Code.

In  evaluating  cost  per  capita,  note  should  be  taken  that 
cost  of  investigation,  ambulance  service,  morgue  facilities, 
janitorial  services,  burial  of  indigent  peace  time  veterans, 
etc.,  are  provided  in  the  budget.   Many  jurisdictions  having 
seemingly  lower  costs  may  be  found  to  have  these  services 
provided  by  other  agencies  as  police,  county  hospitals,  works 
department,  etc.,  but  no  less  a  public  expense  even  if  not 
showing  in  the  Coroner's  budget.   Further  allowance  should  be 
mad?  for  relative  standards  of  practice  as  reflected  in  the 
number  of  autopsies  performed  in  relation  to  the  total  deaths 
in  the  community. 


The  increase  in  the  intensity  of  activities  of  the  Coroner's 
staff  is  not  truly  reflected  by  the  additional  59  deaths  handled 
over  fiscal  year  1967-1968,  There  was  an  increase  in  violent 
deaths  from  725  in  fiscal  year  1967-1968  to  829  in  1968-1969. 
The  intensity  and  depth  of  investigations  required  in  violent 
deaths  far  exceeds  natural  deaths.

The  Autopsy  Department  is  staffed  by  3  pathologists  (physician 
specialists  who  work  part-time*   They  performed  2517  autopsies 
during  the  fiscal  year.   They  dictated  approximately  5227  pages 
of  autopsy  protocol*   Autopsies  are  performed  7  days  a  week. 
The  autopsy  surgeons  are  assisted  "by  3  full-time  and  1  part-time 
morgue  attendants  who  also  prepare  and  deliver  the  bodies  to  the 
morticians  and  maintain  the  premises  of  the  autopsy  department. 
These  3  pathologists  (physician  specialists)  made  approximately 
231  appearances  in  Court  and  before  the  Grand  Jury  as  part  of 
their  duties.   They  also  held  approximately  500  consultations 
with  assistant  district  attorneys  and  homicide  investigators. 

The  Pathology  Department  has  1  senior  physician  specialist  and 
two  technicians.   There  were  134-3  cases  referred  to  this  depart- 
ment.  There  were  71^4-  microscope  slides  made  and  examined  from 
some  2325  portions  of  various  human  organs*   2777  paraffin  blocks 
were  made  and  584-  special  stains  were  used  in  the  microscopic 
examination.  Approximately  14-95  pages  of  medical  findings  were 
submitted. 

The  Toxicology  Department  has  1  part-time  toxic ologist  and  1 
full-time  assistant  toxicologist.   There  were  2516  cases  referred 
to  this  department  and  10,977  individual  tests  performed. 

Investigative .   We  have  one  Assistant  Coroner,  Administrative, 
5  Deputy  Coroners  and  5  Coroners  Ambulance  Drivers.   Approxi- 
mately 5000  trips  by  the  Deputy  and  Drivers  were  made  to  scenes 
of  death,  residences  of  victims  or  to  interview  witnesses. 
2517  Coroner's  Register  pages  were  completed  by  these  deputies 
and  a  history  of  the  circumstances  surrounding  each  death  was 
typed  in  narrative  form  on  each  page.   14-85  additional  deaths 
were  reported  to  the  deputies  and,  after  investigation,  were 
found  suitable  for  certification  by  the  family  physician  rather 
than  by  the  Coroner.   In  each  case  so  cleared  by  the  deputies, 
a  brief  medical  history  and  circumstances  of  death  are  dictated 
into  a  permanent  record  so  that  questions  later  arising  can  be 
suitably  answered. 

Legal.   There  is  1  Certified  Court  Aeporter  on  a  part-time  bases. 
The  transcribing  of  testimony  of  witnesses  at  inquests  and  the 
sale  of  the  transcripts  is  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Government  Code  of  Counties. 

Clerical.   1  Medical  Clerk  Stenographer,  1  Senior  Clerk  and  3 
lledical  Transcriber  Typists  prepared  approximately  2500  letters 
to  families  or  agencies  to  notify  them  of  deaths  or  to  locate 
relatives.   They  typed  2517  histories,  approximately  5227  pages 
of  autopsy  protocol,  waited  on  14,500  business  office  visitors 
and  received  or  made  45,000  telephone  calls.   Cne  Coroner's 
Estate  Investigator  has  the  responsibility  to  verify  the  inven- 
tory of  the  deceased's  personal  property,  deposit  all  cash  and 
distribute  this  property  to  the  rightful  recipients  as  outlined 
in  the  Probate  Code.   This  includes  the  handling  and  interpre- 
tation of  wills,  letters,  etc.

In  evaluating  cost  per  capita,  note  should  be  taken  that 
cost  of  investigation,  ambulance  serv".  ^e,  morgue  facilities, 
janitorial  services,  burial  of  indigent  peace  time  veterans, 
etc.,  are  provided  in  the  budget.  Many  jurisdictions  having 
seemingly  lower  costs  may  be  found  to  have  these  services 
provided  by  other  agencies  as  police,  county  hospitals,  works 
department,  etc.,  but  no  less  a  public  expense  even  if  not 
showing  in  the  Coroner's  budget.

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ACTIVITY 

1,  The  \utopsy  Department  is  staffed  by  3  pathologists  (physician 
specialists  who  work  part-time.   They  performed  2573  autopsies 
during  the  fiscal  year.   They  dictated  approximately  5500  pages 
of  autopsy  protocol.  Autopsies  are  performed  7  days  a  week. 
The  autopsy  surgeons  are  assisted  by  3  full-time  and  1  part-time 
morgue  attendants  who  also  prepare  and  deliver  the  bodies  to  the 
morticians  and  maintain  the  premises  of  the  autopsy  department. 
These  3  pathologists  (physician  specialists)  made  approximately 
300  appearances  in  Court  and  before  the  Grand  Jury  as  part  of 
their  duties.  They  also  held  approximately  500  consultations 
with  assistant  district  attorneys  and  homicide  investigators. 

The  Pathology  Department  has  1  senior  physician  specialist  and 
two  technicians .  There  were  1236  cases  referred  to  this  depart- 
ment.  There  were  6739  microscope  slides  made  and  examined  from 
some  2198  portions  of  various  human  organs.  2587  paraffin  blocks 
were  made  and  626   special  stains  were  used  in  the  microscopic 
examination.  Approximately  1392  pages  of  medical  finds  were 
submitted. 

The  Toxicology  Department  has  1  part-time  toxicologist  and  1 
full-time  assistant  toxicologist.   There  were  2569  cases  referred 
to  this  department  and  12,307  individual  tests  performed. 

2.  Investigative .  I7e  have  one  Assistant  Coroner,  Administrative, 
and  10  Coroners  Investigators.  Approximately  5000  trips  by 
the  Coroners  Investigators  were  made  to  scenes  of  death, 
residences  of  victims  or  to  interview  witnesses.   2573  Coroner's 
Register  pages  were  completed  by  these  investigarors  and  a 
history  of  the  circumstances  surrounding  each  death  was 

typed  in  narrative  form  on  each  page.   1582  additional  deaths 
were  reported  to  the  investigators  and,  after,  investigation, 
were  found  suitable  for  certification  by  the  family  physician 
rather  than  by  the  Coroner.   In  each  case  so  cleared  by  the 
investigators,  a  brief  medical  history  and  circumstances  of 
death  are  dictated  into  a  permanent  record  so  that  questions  latei 
arising  can  be  suitably  answered. 

3-  Legal.  There  is  1  Certified  Court  Reporter  on  a  part-time  basis. 
The  transcribing  of  testimony  of  witnesses  at  inquests  and  the 
sale  of  the  transcripts  is  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Government  Code  of  Counties. 

**■•   Clerical.  1  Medical  Clerk  Stenographer,  1  Senior  Clerk  and  3 

Medical  Transcriber  Typists  prepared  approximately  2600  letters 
to  families  or  agencies  to  notify  them  of  deaths  or  to  locate 
relatives.   They  typed  2573  histories,   approximately  5500 
pages  of  autopsy  protocol,  waited  on  14,500  business  office 
visitors  and  received  or  made  45,000  telephone  calls.   One 
Coroner's  Estate  Investigator  has  the  responsibility  to  verify 
the  inventory  of  the  deceased's  personal  property,  deposit  all 
cash  and  distribute  this  property  to  the  rightful  recipients  as 
outlined  in  the  Probate  Code.

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OFFICE  OF  THE  CORONKR 


The  Coroner  is  a  county  officer  with  offices  behind  the  hall  of 
Justice.  •  he  is  a  physician  with  specialty  training  in  anatomic, 
clinical  and  forensic  pathology. 

Any  death  reported  to  the  coroner  shall  be  subject  to  a  preliminary 
inquiry  which  shall  be  properly  recorded,  after  which  the  coroner 
will  proceed  with  a  full  investigation  if  the  circumstances  warrant. 
If,  from  the  preliminary  investigation,  the  case  does  not  prove 
to  fall  within  the  coroner's  jurisdiction,  he  will  so  advise  the 
physician  in  attendance.   Cases  falling  under  the  coroner's  juris- 
diction will  be  fully  investigated  at  the  scene  of  death  and,  where 
warranted,  undergo  a  complete  forensic  autopsy  with  toxico logical 
examination.   Accordingly,  "reportable  cases"  are  to  be  distinguish- 
ed from  "coroner's  cases".   While  the  duty  to  report  certain  cases 
continues,  the  decision  on  whether  there  shall  be  a  full  investiga- 
tion rests  with  the  coroner. 

It  is  the  legal  duty  of  any  person  having  knowledge  thereof  to  re- 
port to  the  coroner  any  death  which  falls  into  the  classes  herein 
listed.   This  duty  applies  equally  tc  physicians,  hospital  house 
officers,  morticians,  embalmers ,  ambulance  attendants,  police 
officers,  nurses,  as  well  as  lay  persons. 

The  coroner  is  legally  obligated  to  show  the  cause  of  death  and, 
when  trauma  or  criminality  is  involved,  the  degree  of  extent  of 
injuries.   This  information  is  then  prepared  and  presented  as  ex- 
pert medico-legal  testimony  for  prosecution  or  defense  in  legal 
proceedings .

12.  All  deaths  v/here  a  patient  has  not  fully  recovered 
from  an  anesthetic,  whether  in  surgery,  recovery  room 
or  elsewhere. 

13.  All  solitary  deaths. 

14.  All  deaths  in  v/hich  the  patient  is  comatose  throughout 
the  period  of  the  physician's  attendance. 

15.  All  deaths  of  unidentified  persons. 

16.  It  is  suggested  that  patients  under  medical  care  less 
than  24  hours  prior  to  death  be  reported  to  the  coroner. 

The  Coroner's  Office  is  divided  into  the  following  departments: 

1.  The  Autopsy  Department  is  staffed  by  three  pathologists 
(board  certified  physicians)  who  work  part  time.   Each 
is  recognized  as  an  expert  in  forensic  pathology.   They 
performed  2,4*11  autopsies  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Autopsies  are  performed  twice  a  day,  seven  days  a  week. 
The  autopsy  surgeons  are  assisted  by  three  full-time 
and  one  part-time  morgue  attendants  who  also  prepare  and 
deliver  the  bodies  to  the  morticians  and  maintain  the 
premises  of  the  autopsy  department.   These  pathologic*  lo 
made  approximately  300  appearances  in  court  and  before 
the  Grand  Jury  as  part  of  'their  duties.   They  also  held 
approximately  500  consultations  with  assistant  district 
attorneys  and  homicide  investigators. 

2.  The  Pathology  Department  has  one  part-time  senior  pathol- 
ogist and  two  full-time  technologists.   There  were  1,233 
cases  referred  to  this  department.   There  were  2,522 
microscopic  slides  made  from  6,662  portions  of  tissue 
from  some  2,139  various  organs.   There  were  612  special 
stains  used  in  the  microscopic  examinations.   106  ABO,  Rh0 
blood  groupings  were  done,  as  were  139  special  chemical 
determinations . 

3.  The  Toxicology  Department   has  one  part-time  toxicologist 
and  one  full-time  assistant  toxicologist.   There  were 

2,4  39  cases  referred  to  this  department  and  12,235  in- 
dividual tests  performed. 

4.  Investigative  Department   There  are  ten  coroner's  investi- 
gators who  staff  the  department  in  two-man  crew's  24  hours 
per  day.   Only  one  ambulance,  with  its  two-man  crew,  is 
available  bach  eight  hour  shift  to  investigate  all  re- 
ported deaths  in  the  city.   This  crew  responds  to  the 
scene  of  each  reported  death  which  potentially  falls 
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within  the  coroner's  jurisdiction.   Last  year,  approxi- 
mately 5,000  such  trips  were  made.   At  each  scene,  these 
trained  investigators  reviewed  the  evidence,  interviewed 
wi  bnesses  and  searched  the  place  of  death  for  evidence 
of  valuable  property.   1,^53  additional  deaths  were  re- - 
ported  and,  after  an  initial  investigation,  found 
suitable  for  certification  by  the  family  physician  rather 
than  falling  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  coroner. 

5.  Legal  Department    There  is  one  certified  court  reporter 
on  a  part-time  basis.   The  transcribing  of  testimony 

of  witnesses  at  inquests  and  the  sale  of  the  transcripts 
is  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the  Government  Code 
of  Counties. 

6.  Clerical  Staff   This  department  includes  one  medical  clerk 
stenographer,  one  senior  clerk  and.  three  medical  transcrib-  I 
er  typists.   The  Coroner's  Estate  Investigator  has  the 
responsibility  of  verifying  the  inventoried  property  of 

the  deceased,  determining  the  legal  next  of  kin  and  to 
deposit  all  cash  or  distribute  the  property  to  the  right- 
ful recipients  as  outlined  in  the  Probate  Code.
